WD He Colledge commanded me to retura 
humble thanks to the HonorableCo- 
mittee for not giving conſent to the 
Ordinance of Bathes, without them, 
(Then he proceeded) Having the fear 
of God before our eyes, and the goed 
h of the Common-wealth , The Col- 
Icdge do by us return this Anſwer. to the, Hoperable 
Commitcee, that they do not think fic the ercQing of 
publike'Bathes ſhould be granted ro Dr. (hamberlen, nnd 
they think them hurtful - the Commen-wealth.

To the honorable Committe for Bathes, 
The humbie eAnſwer of Peter 
Chamberlen , Dofor in Phyjick, 
and Fellow of the Colledge of Phyſs- 
tians in London, ta Paper deti- 
vered to the honorable Committe, by 
Dr. Alſton, Dr. Hameus, Do#t. 
Bates, and Dr.Micklethwait, from 
the Preſident, and others of the ſaid 
Colledge. | 


In lumble obedience to Command of this Honograble 
Committee, & in Anſver to the Colledg Paper, 


Nche firſt place, Tfay, I willing)y paſſe by all per- 
ſonal aymes , be it in the mention of my not atten- 
danice, (which they are cauſe of) or in their grand 
Caveats enjoyned by them on this: honourable 
Committee, and the two Henles of Pzrljament, 
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pon their Wiſdoms and Jultice , If they ſhall empower 
mee , &c. or in their many — of Abuſe to pre- 
vent that IF. And am reſolved (as God ſhall enable me) 
ro ſwallow all private reproack and ſcorn, that runs not 
too much on the publick ſcore. 

Secondly, concerning che Marter it ſelf, I kumbly an- 
ſwor, that the Colledg bave quite miſtaken it ; tor I pre- 
ſented only the Uſe of Pablick Buthes, and they meddle 
only with the Abuſe of them. Alas, who knows not,thaz 
the Abuſe of wine cauſech drunkennef{: ; the abuſe of 
women, whorcdome z theabule of meats, glattony z and 
the abuſc"of Phy fick, poyſon ? 

Thirdly, I fear thcy have too much forſaken the Au- 
thors of our own Faculcy, to (ide with Poets ard the ſy- 
perſticious beginnings of Antichriſt, in the aggravatioas 
of choſe Abulcs. | 

Fourthly, I doubt whether they have not miſtaken the 
jealous zeal of thoſe Religious Fathers that writ againſt 
them; for the inſulcing Barbariſmes of the Gorkes and 
V and ales, and other.conquering Nations, in demoliſhing 
thoſe ſtately Buildings, And whether the ſelf- ſame wri- 
tings may not more, or as ficly be applyed unto the pri- 
vate Houſes, and thoſe Accommodations mentioned in the 
Paper, Yea, to the Excellent and Eamous Bathes of Som- 
merſecſhire. | 

Fifthly, I perceive they cenfulced net well with Tra- 
vellers, when they affirm them all demoliſhed, or con- 
verted to other uſes in the Grecian and Romare Empires. 
- Forthe truth is, that many of chem (being demoliſhed , 
Lefler Purſes, Power, and Leiſure, have nor been able to 
contend in Stace with the Treaſure and Soveraignty of the 
whole world, which thoſe Emperouts had that Pa chem. 

Sixthly, I doanbt whether it be not a fandamental He- 
reſfie in Phyfick,to neceſſitate hot Remedies ( as Bathes ) 
for hot Countrics, aud proclaim them dangerous in cold 
Clymes, notwichſiangios the daily Fxpericnce in G:rma- 
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ny, Poland, D:znmark, & Muſcovia, to the contrary, And 

the Great Canon of Phyſick, eomtrarsa contr ariis curaxtur, 
Seventhly, I do verily believe, and dare adventure my 
Lite and Eſtate npon it, - that ] can (by Gods blefling ) 
more ſafely, certainly, ſuddenly, and with more Exſc, cure 
many (if not all curable) diſcaſcs with them ,then all our 
Colledg ; yea, then All Phyſicians in the world cando 
without them, Yea, ſuch diſcafes-as without them are 
wholly deſperate and deadly, | 

Eigbtkly, In Anſwer te ſome tacit Jealouſics, I do not 
de this purpoſely to diminiſh the PraQtiſe of Phyſttians, 
but verily ſappoſe there may be = way propounded in 
them,both adyantagious to them & the Common-ealthe - 

* Ninthly, Idonot endeavour to engrofſe them to my 
ſlf ; bur bave from the beginning, and do ſill humbly 
offer it unto the State, or any whom thay ſhall appoiox; 

 Wherein (if Idonot) I verily believe that Dr. Grext will 
be the beſt able to ſerve them, 

Laſtly, I profeſſe before Ged and men, that I belicve 
the duc uſe of them in all convenient places, may fave 
aberc Lea00 Lives x year. And that in faithfulnefle to 
Almighty God, and my native Country , I have endea« 
veurcd this ſervice ; from the which, it the honourable 
Parliament er Cotmmittee can diſcharge me before the 
Great Judg, I ſball give moſt kumble thanks. ts Cod and 
Them, rejoycirg to have ſaeſcaped the incenſed Spirits 
of ſo many learned men, as now oppoſe me. | 
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
